"No Parking" signs on that portion of the Reed Road, from its inter- 
section with Route 10 to its intersection with Gorges’ driveway, the 
Selectmen hereby being authorized to post "No Parking" signs on one 
side of the road only any violation thereof to be punished by a fine 
of $10.00 the Selectmen being given further authority here under to 
tow away all vehicles parked in the violation of said ordinance: the 
expense of said towing to be borne by the violator.

REPORT OF MARLOW TOWN LIBRARY 


By the time this report is in your hands, the library should be 
completely remodeled -- a bright and beautiful place for you to come 
for your favorite reading material or perhaps even a record. As our 
share of this third and final stage the trustees are purchasing the 
paint for the walls, ceiling and stain for the new adjustable shelves. 


In recognition of National Library Week, a story hour was held 
for small fry, a display on the talking book program, and a discussion 
group started on a trial basis for the Youth Group. Rev. Crane was 
kind enough to help with this. 


At the present time, a pickup and delivery service to shutins, 
and a taking book program is available. Anyone interested has only 
to contact the librarian about either of these services. 


By State Law we are required to pay our librarian a minimum wage- 
retroactive to February, 1969, of which she is highly deserving. 


We have received state aid for both last year and this year. 
We are required to spend this on reference books which we did and 
we will do this year. 


In addition to the books belonging to this library, you have had 
available to you approximately 2500 books from the State Bookmobile 
Service. 


We also recognize the State Library Card which allows you to 
borrow from most libraries in the state.

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REPORT OF: THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT

To the Citizens of Marlow: 


During the past year, the Marlow School Study Committee 
headed by Mr. John Salo and composed of. the school board, Mrs. 
Marie Hartwell, Miss Bette Rogers, .and Mrs. Cecile Holden, have 
spent many hours planning and attending meetings as well as pub- 
lishing newspaper articles and conducting questionnaires in order to 
provide the voters of Marlow with the necessary information to make 
a decision. There is little doubt that something will have to be done; 
therefore, it becomes a question of what is best for the children and 
for the town. The only ones who can decide this are the voters of 
Marlow. | 

Educational Program 


The educational program of the school has been expanded through 
the use of Title I money this year. With the use of these funds 
($5,000), we have been able to employ a full-time teacher aide, three 
hours of tutoring per day, as well as pay for the services of the 
Monadnock Children's Special Services Center in Keene. This is all 
being provided at no cost to the district. 


Tuition 


In the annual report of a year ago, I explained the dilemna the 
town of Marlow faces in its tuition program. This portion of your total 
budget remains and will continue to be the largest budget expenditures 
by the town. In addition, it is an uncontrolled expenditure and one 
which has reflected and will continue to reflect large increases each 
year. Below I have included a chart indicating the rapid climb we 
have faced over the past six years:

Over a period of six years, the junior high school tuition has increased 
86.8% and the high school tuition by 58.5%. This represents a large 
increase regardless of how you want to look at it. 


The increase of tuition from the 1970-71 school year to the 
1971-72 school year will be 19.6% for the junior high school and 13.4%

in the high school. Again this represents a large jump. The future is 
no brighter, for Keene is planning large construction outlays in the 
near future. As a direct result will come ever-increasing tuition costs, 
costs over which we have no control.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1969-70, fifty vision tests were done. 
One child was referred for further eye examination. Fifty children had 
hearing tests done and no referrals made. Fifty children were weighed 
and measured, and checked by the school nurse for noticeable health 
problems. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on children in grade one, with 
no reactors. 


Forty-seven children had urine examinations for sugar and 
albumin and no referrals were necessary this year. 


Children to attend Marlow School for Grade One attended pre- 
registration held in April. A record of their health program from the 


parent was presented from birth to Grade One. 


Twenty-seven children participated in the German Measles 
Vaccine Clinic held in February. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
for the fine community support always given the School Health Program 
and for the continuing cooperation of the school personnel.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet 
in part because of your continued cooperation and favorable weather 
conditions. 

Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 

The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would dras- 
tically change this picture — to bring about this change we make 
the following suggestions: 

1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to burn 
must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit 
covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as 
well as garden trash and brush burning. Such burning is restricted 
by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with 
the following exceptions: 

Commercial or Industrial burning is permissible at any time under 

normal conditions but only with the approval of the District Chief 

and a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the com- 
plete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to 
prevent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to 
explain this to your child, won't you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by 
the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches and 
smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all 
cases, make sure that the buit or match you discard is out, dead 
out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help,” and invites you to 
join with him in setting a good example for others in the pre- 
vention of fires and the protection of our environment. 

Number of fires reported and acres burned: 


STATE — A484 fires — 244 acres 
DISTRICT — 33 fires. — | 32 acres 
TOWN — 2 fires — No acreage burned* 


* A total of 38 permits were issued, and 6 cases of illegal burning 
without a permit were investigated, Two fires, while area burned 
was negligible, cost a total of $105.47. With taxes and other costs 
constantly moving upward, the unnecessary expense of forest fires 
places an additional burden on your pocketbooks. 

Always secure a permit from your warden — then be careful — 
because a permit does not relieve you of the obligation of paying 
for the cost of suppression should it get away from you.
